He Visits His Mother in San Fran- 
cisco and Tells His Story. 


The Unhappy Woman’s Account of 
Her Son’s Downfall

SAN Francisco, Dec. 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.|} A morning paper 
states that Milton G. Vanderbeck, agent 
in Santa Ana for the Singer Sewing 
Machine Company, who disappeared 
about two weeks ago and for whose 
arrest on a charge of embezzlement a 
Warrant has been issued, is in hiding in 
this city. Vanderbeck had _ written 
letters to his relatives telling them that 
he was going to commit ‘suicide, and 
they were greatly alarmed about him. 
His mother is a. professional nurse in 
this city. Last Friday morning young 
Vanderbeck presented himself at his 
mother's home, ‘informing her that he 
had been in the city for a week, but 
being reduced to his last cent and not 
daring to show himself in the street, 
he wished to see his mother once 
before he died and beg her forgiveness 
for all that he had done. 
that he had once attempted his life, but 
failed and would try again. 

The history of his transgression, with 
all that transpired, comes from the lips 
of Mrs. Vanderbeck herself. She was 
very much affected while telling the 
story, and broke down repeatedly. ‘I 
was so glad to see my boy,”’ she said, 
‘and I’m sure, if you knew ‘him, you 
would not think him wholly bad. Let 
me tell you our history. Wecame from 
New, York. I myself am a trained 
nurse, and graduated ata New York 
hospital. My son Gillie, the younger of 
two, left home four rs ago and ob- 

s. Angeles.» Mil- 
ton and I followed a little over a year 
ago, and, having a little money, I set 


him up in~ the -cigar business, in 
which he . bid 


fair to prosper 
until we were obliged to sell 
out by reason of property 


being wanted. Milton then obtained 
the position of agent for the Singer 
Company at Santa Ana, and from that 
time till now I always thought that he 
was doing well. Icame to San Fran- 
cisco, and my boy wrote to me con- 
stantly, saying that he was making a 
fair living. I see now that he deciered 
me, and that his expenses were more 
than his receipts, otherwise he would 
not have so crred. 

‘When my poor boy came to me on 
Friday night I got him to tell me his 
story. Me said: ‘Mother, I never 
made a good living in Santa Ana. I 
made certainly from $20 to 825 a week 
at first, bnt then I had to pay office 
rerit and keep two horses and a buggy. 
Then my earnings fellto $10 to $15 a 
week, andl gave a note forsome money 


I borrowed on the installment prin- 
ciple. 


But I couldn’t.meet.the pay- 
ments, and at last one day I sold a ma- 
chine and kept the money. I always 
meant to make it up, but everything 
went against me and I got deeper 
and deeper until detection was inevit- 
able. 1 had also forged the name of 
the company. on two checks, which I 
passed on friends; sol had to go. te- 
solved on suicide, but was too great a 
cow> . J would have given mvseif up, 
but I could not bear the thought 
of my friends.in Santa Ana seeing me 
in jail. I wandered about, I don't 
know where, till I came to San Fran- 
cisco. This was to be the end, and on 


| Tuesday night on retiring to rest I care- 


fully closed the windows and the door, 


and, turning on the gas, lay down to: 


die. By what means I failed I don’t 
know, for 1 woke up inthe morning as 
usual.’ 

‘‘Milton further told me that he was 
still resolved on suicide, but I talked 
him out of it, and he has promised for 
my sake not to attempt it again. I 
pursuaded him to take a little money 
from me, but heisin a terrible plight 
and I don’t know what he will do.” 

Mrs. Vanderbeck is bringing strong 
pressure to bear on her son to give him- 
self up to the authorities, and it is more 
than likely he will do so. 


THE GREAT STORM. 


Still Raining Heavily Up North—Flood at 
Marysville, 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Very little rain fell 
here today, only a few light showers, 
but the weather is threatening tonight. 
Reports received at Railway Superin- 
tendent Wright’s office, however, are 
to the effect that steady rain has been 
falling in the upper Sacramento VaYey 
and on the mountains. On the sierras 
there are several feet of snow, which 
the rain is melting. In consequence 
rivers are all booming, and the Sacra- 
mento River rose six inches here today, 
and will no doubt be quite high tomor- 
row. Itis now 23 feet 2 inches. 

Private telegrams received here say 
that the water is one foot higher at 
Marysville than the highest known, and 
the railroad office reports San Jacinto,

New York, Dec. 25.—Rev. Dr. Ed- 
ward McGlynn, the reinstated priest, 
celebrated mass in the chapel of St.

Union this evening to hear Dr. McGlynn 
deliver his Sunday lecture. The newly 
rehabilitated priest received a spontan- 
eous ovation when he made his appear- 
ance upon the platform.

NEWS FROM JAPAN. 


Detalls of the Sinking of a Man-of-war— 
The Diet Opened, 

San Francisco, Dec. 25.—[By the As- 
sociated’Press.| The steamship Oceanic 
brings details of the losswf the Jap- 
anese man-of-war, which was lost in the 
Inland Sea by collision with the ‘steam- 
ship Ravenna. Early on the morning 
of November 29 the man-of-war Chish- 
ima Kan wasrtn into by the Ravenna 
district of Ito and 
went to the bottom immediately. Ofa 
crew ofninety only sixteeng, includin 
two officers, were saved. The Ravenna, 
which was also badly injured, trans- 
ferred her passengers to the Empress 
of Japan. The Ravenna had cut into 
the Chishima Kan’s boilers. An explo- 
sion followed and all of. the rescued 
were severely injured. The Chishima 
Kan wasa dispatch vessel of 750 tons 
and was builtin France. Both vessels 
were going at full speed when the col- 
lision occurred. 

The Japanese Diet was opened by the 
Emperor November 29. The general 
feeling of the iower house appears to be 
strongly anti-atinisterial, and it is 
doubtful if the government will be able 
to carry the new taxes proposed by 
them.

Diplomatic rela- 
tions between Chile and Argentine may 
be seriously interrupted. A _ corre- 
spondent at Buenos Ayres telegraphs 
that serious trouble is likely to grow 
out of a pamphlet recently written by 
Mr. Guerrero, the Chilean Minister to 
Argentine and Rianchi Tupper. Guer- 
rero and Tupper represented the Chil- 
ean Junta de Gobierno in Venezuela 
during the revolution against Balma- 
ceda’s government.

PORK AT A PREMIUM. © 


Packing-houses at Chicago Idle Owing to 
Searcety of Hogs. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Pres§.| The packing-house busi- 
ness has reached a duliness not. paral- 
leled for many years. Five thousand 
men have been discharged and the 
p lants of big packers have been work- 
ing less than half of their capacity 
since December 1. This unusual con- 
dition of things is brought about by an 
unusual shortage of hog receipts, and 
unless the supply is speedily increased 
further reductions in the operating 
forces will be made necessary. Statis- 
tics for November show a shortage in 
hog receipts of 1,540,000, as com- 
pared with November 1891. Chicago 
for the same period this year packed 
780,000, against 1,470,000 last year. 

Leading packers admit that there 
does not seem to be any immediate re- 
lief, since the shortage is daily becom- 
ing greater, and some of them go so far 
as to assert that no relief can come un- 
til the next spring crop of hogs is mar- 
keted. Usually at this time of the year 
the packing houses are running at their 
full capacity, but now the remarkable 
scarcity of hogs and the big prices 
asked for stock in the market, makes 
the packing of pork decidedly costly 
and unprofitable. 

The shortage is ascribed to various 
causes. Robert Strahorn,’who has been 
in business over thirty years, and is 
amply qualified by experience to speak 
on the matter, said: ‘The heavy 
spring rains played a prominent part in 
the question. Continued wet weather 
killed off the spring crop of pigs that 
would be marketable now. Then the 
low prices of product early inthe spring 
made farmers careless, and instead of 
keeping their hogs, as they usually do, 
until the holidays, they fattened them 
on corn early and sent them to market, 
There is, and will be, ademand for fresh 
pork here, and a demand from Europe 
for pickled meats, which tages all re- 
ceipts, leaving little for packers to put 
in their cellars.’’ 

Another big packer said that while 
prices for hogs had advanced to almost 
double that of a year ago, prices for 
provisions had not kept pace with the 
advance ofhogs. Consequently the sea- 
son hasnot, been a profitable one for 
packers. Nochange forthe better is 
anticipated for several months, 


BORDER BANDITS.

olutionists. The soldiers were so 
greatly outnumbered that they at- 
terrpted no defense, but retired “anic- 
stricken to the town of Camargo, where 
the remainder of their troops were 8ta- 
tioned.

Chicago. 


Two Murders and Two Suicides in 
the Early Morning Hours. 


Remarkable Confession of a Negrc

The spirit of “Peace on 
earth good will to men’ was not unan- 
imous in Chicago today, as is shown by 
the records at the police station. 

Anthony Levelle was splitting wood 
éarly this morning and called apon his 
stepson Joseph Rossto help. Ross dee 
clined and Levelle invaded his bedroom 
With an ax, where a fight followed, and 
Leveile was fatally shot. Koss was ar- 
rested. 

Steffano Albertine, early this morn- 
ing, saw two men in.the store of his 
employer, and at once began to shoot 
with the result of lodging a bullet ia 
the skull of Lieut. Clarke, of the Pin- 
kerton agency. Albertine discovered 
his mistake and gave up tile pistol and,

James Williams, a colored man who 
sought salvation on this anniversary 
day of the birth of the Savior, and in 
so doing confessed to two murders, will 
now be invited by law t6 work it out 
for himself. Me came to Chicago six 
weeks ago, and one night .driftea into 
the Free Methodist Mission on Latte 
street. After attending several meet- 
ings he went upto the pastor, Rev. D. 
M. Allen, and declared he had been 
touched by the spirit and wanted to 
enter the golden gate. He was told 
that the gate ewung free and wide only 
to those who lubricated its hinges with 
the oil of repentance and full confes- 
sion of past deeds. but this did not suit 
Williams. He was ready to pray, both 
loud and long, but confession was the 
point on which he declared himself un- 
prepared. The pastor, however. kept 
at Williams, and tonight William's 
piety overcame al! other considerations 
and he unbosomed himself in the pres- 
ence of the full congregation. 

Just as he was about to begin Rev, 
Mr. Allen told him to stop until he was 
more composed, and the pastor quietly 
slipped out the back door and went for 
a policeman. On his return with an 
officer Williams was just about begin- 
ning his story. The officer quietly 


slipped into a near-by pew and waited 


until Williams had finished. At the 
conclusion of the story the officer ar- 
rested Williams and hustled him off to 
the police station. 

The following is Williams’s story: 
‘| was born in Paris twenty-five years 
ago. Atthe age of 11 I was sent as z 
servant to a man named Charles ja 
Vanrue, who, with his wife, lived in 
an elegant house on the  Boule- 
;vard. One morning four years 
ago he was found dead on his 
doorstep with his throat cut. He 
had been murdered. ‘he police were 
unable to discover the murderer. I 
did not kill the man, but it was through 
me that the deed was done. and I’m the 
real murderer, while an innocent man 
isnowinprison. While I was in theem- 
ploy of La Vanrue aman named Kohn 
Lafayette fell in love with La Vanrue’s 
wife and she reciprocated. The two 
desired to be married, but the husband 
stood inthe way. I formed a plan to 
rid them of him. He was detained 
from home late one night, when 
an assassin . met him on the 
doorstep and cut his throat, caus- 
ing instant death. I left Paris and 
went to Louisiana. Some time after- 
ward Lafayette followed, accompanied 
by the woman. I then committed 
another crime and put suspicion on 
Lafayette. He was tried and is now 
imprisoned in the penitentiary at 
Baton Rouge. I did this because I was 
in love with the woman myself. I went 
to Texas with the woman, left her and 
came here.”’ 

Williams suddenly realized that he 
was talking to the police and shut up 
immediately, and nothing more could 
be had out of him as to what crime he 
had committed in Louisiana.

The house is not in the town itself, 
but stands in its own garden on the ris- 
ing ground toward Beachy Head, where

Iiuxiey is gener- 
aily to be found on a fine summer day. 


He has taken up country pursuits with 
great energy. and devotes ail his spare 
moments tothe care of his flowers and 
of the home-grown vegetables, of which 


he is justly proud. The labor of water- 
ing his trees and protecting them from 
the ravages of insects and blight is, Le 
will tell you, as enjoyable a form of re- 
laxation as the long walks he delights 


in taking across the downs in more 
inclement weather 
Above the level of the garden¢isa 


frass terrace, and, above this again, a 
wide gravel path, bordered on either 
side by flowér beds, runs beneath the 
windows of ‘‘Hodesiea,”’ and, like them, 
has a fine outlook over the sea. Itis a 
fair prospect, this wide expanse of rest- 
less Waters, gleaming now beneath the 
brilliant blue of a cloudless sky, but 
often surging in long white-crested 
breakers, with roar that echoes and re- 
echoes unceasingly, although the slope 
of the hill with its vegetation hides 
from sight the cliffs and the immediate 
line of shore that bears the brunt of the 
“endless conflict with the waves. Every 
‘passing effect “of light and shadow 
brings its own beauty into the scene; 
every moment of the day has its indi- 
vidual charm, and this is the spot Prof. 
Huxley has chosen for’ his daily consti- 
tutional and has nick-nhamed ‘“‘the quar- 
ter-deck.”’ striding. up and down it 
every morning with.the utmost regu- 
larity. regardless of wind or rain. 

Within doors are comfortable homely 
rooms, where the portraits of many 
members of the Huxlev family adorn 
the walls—some few are painted by 
themsecives, but most of them are the 
work of Another son-in-law, the Hon. 
John Collier, and many are familiar to 
the public, who have seen them in the 
academy and other galleries. These 
sons and daughters are all married now, 
but it very rarely happens that one or 
another of them is not on visit to 
*‘Hodeslea,’’ while the grandchildren 
are ever in request and have their own 
partioular quarters and cosy nursery. 

And what of the most interesting 
room inthe house, the study of the 
great man himself? 

First of all, it is full of sunlight, 
streaming in through the wide window 
that looks out over the garden, and 
through a second smaller window, built 
in an apse, and whose colored panes 
cast all manner of quaint shadows upon 
the rows and rows of books that seem 
to fillevery nook and corner of the 
room. 

Long shelves line all the walls, liter- 
ally from floor to ceiling; books, books, 
books of all sorts, and in every variety 
of binding: they are piled on the broad 
surface of the dark oak table, onthe 
chairs, and even the floor has its share of 

ulky volumes and pamphlets innumer- 
able. Always an insatiable reader, 
Prof. Huxley has collected books all his 
life:'indeed, he tells you, these are not 
nearly all that he possesses; they have 
overflowed into several rooms up stairs, 
and even then serious thoughts were en- 
tertained of building out a library espe- 
cially to hold the rethainder, when Mr. 
Collier offered to give them house room, 
and carried off a van-load back to town. 

Another of Prof. Huxley's hobbies is 
his love forthe feline race; the present 
favor a black cat (Richard by name,) 
lies coiled up in a low. chair by the 
study window, but you learn that he is 
not always so modest, and infinitely 
prefers the Professor's own chair. be- 
fore the writing table. where he has 
been known to frepose in blissful cons 
tent while the rightful possessor either 
stood or sat to his work in an upright 
chair at the other side of the table: 
such an idea as turning puss ort of his 
comfortable quarters never entering 
his mind.

Walk- 
ing one day in the lake district he was 
accosted) by a rural postman. who 
eageriv requested him to give him (the 
postman) an autograph, saying that 
“he didn't rightly know what the gen- 
tleman was, but he had heard folks say 
as how he was ‘something s’perior.’*’ 
Thomas Henry Huxley was born in 
1825 in what was then the tiny village 
of Ealing (now a big London suburb.) 
_Inheriting from his mother her strong 
characteristics, both physical and men- 
tal, ber bright dark eyes and her re- 
markable rapidity of thought: he de- 
rived from his father-a large share of 


tenacity and strength of purpose; a hot 
temper; (this latter statement all, and 
they are manv, who have experienced his 
unfailing kindliness and good nature, 
will qualify with this addition, ‘‘under 
great provocation,’’) and an innate fac- 
ulty for drawiug, which he has never 
really cultivated, although in his youth 
he was famous for making caricatures 
innumerable, alike of professors and 
fellow-students, when he onght to have 
been taking notes; and even in his own 
professorial days there isa story told 
of amicable squabbles among the roval 
commissioners forthe Huxley sketches 
--the rough but spiritea designs with 
which his share of the reports were 
plentifally besprinkled, 

His schooldays were very short, and, 
as he appears in those days to have 
had the greatest distaete to applica- 
tion, they may be said to have been un- 
satisfactory. He was only 14 years of 
age when, much against his will, he 
commenced the study of medicine, under 
the guidance of a relation; his own 
earnest desire having alwavs been to 
become a mechanical engineer. Medi- 
cine, as a healing art, possessed no at- 
tractions for him, but physiology, the 
“mechanical engmeerfae of human 
beings,’’ as he calls it, soon became an 
engrossing study, and, in 1845, he took 
his M.B. at London University, with 
honors in physiology, and was ap- 
pointed assistant surgeon at Haslar 
Iiospital. Here he worked some 
months under Sir John Richardson, 
the well-known Arctic traveler, who 
ultimately obtained for young Huxley a 
post on H. M. S., Rattlesnake, then 
bound ona long voyage to the northern 
and eastern shores of Australia. The 
voyage lasted four years. during which 


time the ship was almost completely 


cut off from all communication with 
home, and was, indeed, for months at a 
time, outside the pale of all civilization 

These four vears may be considered 
as the most valuable of his early life, 
for not only did his scientific studies 
proceed apace and his experiences of 
life grow with each new discovery, but 
it wasto him also a time of se 
physical and moral training.~.On boart 
ship he learnt what neither schodling 
nor hospital routine had succeeded in 
teaching him—the love of work, even 
for the drudgery of it. for the sake of 
the intrinsic good to be got out of it. 

In 1849 an elaborate paper was re- 
ceived from him by the Royal Society, 
and by that body printed and published, 
although the young author, still cruis- 
ing on the high seas, remained in ignor- 
ance of the gratifying fact until his re- 
turn to England at the end of the fol- 
lowing year. ra 

In 1854 Mr. Huxley was married, 
after an engagement that had lasted 
eight years, to the gentle lady to whose 
companionship so much of the happi- 
ness and brightness of the Eastbourne 
house is due, and at the same timie he 
severed his connection with the naval 
medftal service and was appointed pro- 
fessor of natural history and paleontol- 
gist at the School of Mines in Jermyn 
street. This post he originally ac- 
cepted as a temporary one until he 
should obtain a vacant professorship 
either of physiology or comparative 
anatomy. He held it, however, for no 
less than thirty-one years, not relin- 
quishing it even in 1863, when the Col- 
lege of Surgeons did elect him their 
professor of comparative anatomy. 

Asearly as the year 1852. he de- 
livered his first public’ lecture to a Fri- 
day eyening andience at the Royal In- 
stitution; in 1858 he became croonian 
lecturer, taking as his subject ‘The 
Theory of the Vertebrate Skull.”’ 
Then came the lectures to working- 


Relations to the Lower Animals,’’ and 
‘On the Origin of Species,’ which had 
recently appeared. Then several im- 
portant works were published in rapid 
succession, while .uniyersities. and 
learned societies, both at home and 
abread, eontended for the honor of en- 
rolling him among their members. 

In 1870 he became a member of the 
London school board, taking a conspic- 
uous position by his attacks on denomi- 
national education, by his attitude of 
‘untiring opposition to that ecclesiasti- 
cal spirit, that clericalism, which in En- 
gland, as everywhere else, and to what- 
ever denomination it may belong, is the 
deadly enemy of science.’’ 

Two years later ill health compelled 
him to retire from the school board, and 
he then undertook the duties of Lord 
Rector of Aberdeen University and of 
secretary to the Royal Society, devot- 
ing all his leisure to the publication of 
works on natural science, one of which 
appeared almost annually. 

More recently Prof. Huxley has 
been included in many of the govern- 
ment and royal commissions formed to 
report upon fisheries (he was inspector 
of fisheries in 1881,) science, vivisec- 
tion, contagious diseases, etc., and in 
L888 he attained; what he himself 
considers, his highest position, that of 
president of the Royal Society. 

Unfortunately another couple of 
vears saw him again in failing health 
and obliged toresign this and all other 
public offices, and to submit to his 
doctor's orders of complete rest and 
change. He retained only his old post 
at the School of Mines, devoting him- 
self more assiduously than ever to the 
controversial questions of the day, and 
contributing many valuable papers to 
current literature, in the shape of let- 
ters tothe Times and articles in the 
Nineteenth Century magazine. 

It is only a few. days since he kissed 
hands at Osborne on receiving the title 
of **The Right Honorable’ as a member 
of Her Majesty's privy council. He en- 
joys the distinction of being the first 
privy councillor to attain that honor 
without previously holding some politi- 
calappointment. It is a worthy recog- 
nition of the valuable services he has 
rendered to his country as a scientist, 
and helps to*show how universal is 
the esteem in which he_ is held by all 
who can appreciate his great intellect 
and unwayering singleness of purpose.

THE SKATING CRACKS. 

The Northwest is coming to the front 
with its winter sports, and the princi- 
pal interest centers in the approaching 
skating contests between A. N. Nor- 
seng, the Norwegian crack, and Joseph 
F. Donoghue, the speedy American 
skater, says the Kansas City Star. 
Norseng recently arrived in this coun- 
try from Norway and has established 
his headquarters at Minneapolis, and 
Harold Hagen, another Norse crack, is 
also there. With the advent of these 
European celebrities, the triumphal 
continental tour of young Donoghue in 
the winter of 1890-91. and his speedy 
performances in this country since his 
return, resulted in the Manhattan Ath- 
letic Club offering to match Joe Donog- 
hue against one or both of the Nor- 
wegians, and Donoghue is now on his 
way to Minneapolis to arrange the pre- 
liminaries for a series of races against 
Norseng, and, if successful in them, 
will tackle Hagen, who has aspirations 
for world’s championship honors, 

Norseng is considered the fastest man 
on the steel runners in Europe. When 
Donoghue competed in the races at Am- 
sterdam he did not meet Norseng, who 
won the mile race in 2:59 4-5. Since 
that time Norseng has ‘improved 
greatly, and his record is better than 
that of Donoghue, but itchas generally 
been considered that Donoghue has 
never been pushed tothe limit of his 
speed as yet, having usually won with 
ease. Norseng holds the world’s rec- 
ord, 32:38%, at ten miles, while the 
American’s time at that distance is 
35:54 8-5. Norseng has spun off a 
mile in 2:49, which is 10 1-5 seconds 
better than Donoghue’s record, 
2:59 1-5, made at Orange Lake, N. Y., 
in 1890. NorSeng’s five-mile mark is 
15:19, Donoghue’s 15:36 2-5. Don- 
oghue is not the world’s amateur cham- 


pion, having never met Norsefig or Hal- 


vorsen, the champion Norgwegian ice 
sprinters. Donoghue toured the conti- 
nent last year, but it is charged that he 
did not meet the leading amateurs, and 
thus did not take any risk of inviting 
defeat. The contest, therefore, will 
prove of unusual interest. If Donoghue 
is the best man he will win; if not then 
the plucky Norse lad will carry of the 
honors. 

Harold Hagen is to meet Breen in 
Canada ‘shortly, and the winner will 
then challenge the winner of the Nor- 
seng-Donoghue series at Minneapolis.

SHOT IN THE BACK. 


Paul Powers, the Hackman, Assassi- 
nated at San Bernardino. 


Waylaid While Returning from a Disrep- 
utable House, He Was Shot in the 
Back and Instantly 

Killed, 


Yesterday morning a brief dispatch 
was received in this city from San Ber- 
nardino to the effect that Paul Powers, 
a former Los Angeles hackman, had. 
been shot and instantly killed in that 
city shortly after midnight.. The news 
catsed quite a flurry among hackmen, 
and was the general talk among them 
during the day, but nothing turther was 
heard from San Bernardino until the 
following Associated Press dispatch 
was received last evening: 

Shortly after midnight last night a hack. 
man named Paul Powers, while driving 
back from a notorioug house, was shot in 
back. the ball penetrating the heart, caus. 
ing him to fall from the seat and dropping 
dead in the road. There is no clue to the 
murderer, but it is supposed to be the work 
of some relative of one of the several young 
girls Powers has debauched in this city and 
Los Angeles. He has ruined several girls 
of good families. 

Powers was guite a notorious charac- 
ter during his stay in Los Angeles, and 
figured in a number of scrapes. He 
was a hack-driver, and worked for sev- 
eral of the liverymen, but was unable 
to keep a situation any great length of 
time, on account of his habits. When 
drinking he was very talkative and 
given to boasttng of his conquests 
among women, and, as stated in the dis- 
patch, was credited with having caused 
the ruin of a number of girls. He 
finally removed to San Bernardino, but 
made frequent trips tothis city. His 
last visit was early last week, when he 
spent a night at the Arlington, it is be- 
lieved, with a girl who accompanied 
him from San Bernardino. He ordered 
aback by telephone Tuesday morning 
last to take him to the Santa Fé depot, 
since which time nothing has been 
heard of him. . 

It is the general opinion among Pow- 
ers’s former associates here that he was 
killed, either by the husband of some 
married woman with whom he was inti- 
mate, or that the relative of some girl 
who had been ruined by Powers took 
macters in his own hands, and “re- 
moved” the seducer.

Encouraging Reports from Horticultur- 
istse—World’s Fair Notes. 

A. Stedman, a new comer, having 
purchased. a twelve acre ranch at 
Monrovia a little over a year ago, sends 
in to the Chamber of Commerce samples 
of navel oranges and reports he will 
have $4000 worth on eight acres of 
six-year-old trees, also samples of. 
lemons. The returns of one picking 
from thirty trees this summer netted 
him $70. He says: “If you think I 
am. not satisfied with this country vou 
are very much mistaken.’’ The cham- 
ber gave Mr. Stedman letters of intro- 
duction to some of the leading growers 
inthe vicinity of Monrovia when he ar- 
rived here, and this is the benefit. he 
derives from the courtesies so extended. 

C, O. Monroe of the same place sends 
in samples of navel dranges. The crop 
from five acres he sold this year for 

50. 


Dr. B. Atkinson of Gardena displays 
samples of the second crop of early 
Maine potatoes that were planted Sep- 
tember 10 and dug December 2, weigh- 
ing one and one-half pounds each. The. 
Doctor says he is preparing his ground 
for the third crop. 

The secretary of the Los Nietos and 
Ranchito Walnut-growers’ Association 
reports the total shipment of nuts from 
Rivera this season at 1,425,854 
pounds, eighty-thrtee carloads, that 
brought in the snug sum of $106,000. 
As the territory covered whereon this 
crop was grown covers only about three 
miles square, and within the same dis- 
trict the orange crop will sell for a 
much more better price, it is not to 
be wordered at that the farmers down 
there are ina broad grin. ~ - 

A circular issued by C. M. Wells, su- 
perintendent of the State Department 
of Horticulture, has just been received 
and among the items mentioned he asks 
for donations of trees, plants, shrubs, 
climbing vines, etc., for the roof gar- 
den on the California building. Any 
one wishing to make donations for this 
featune can get particulars by calling 
on the secretary of the World’s Fair 
Committee. 

A rough sketch of the assigned space 
for Southern California exhibits in the 
State building has just been received. 
Although not as large as applied for, 
the space is very well located. The 


| area covers only about seven hundred 


square feet. This is intended for 
the district display; the State 
classification -will demand enough 


fexhibits to fill probably 8000 square 


feet more. No special assignment of 
space has yet been made for the citrus 
exhibit in Horticulture building, . al- 
though 4000 square feet has been set 
aside for the State in this department.

STRIKERS SUSTAINED. 


Decision in the Case of the Georgia Cen- 
tral Operators. 

Macon (Ga.,) Dec. 25.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| Judge Emery Peer of 
the United States Court rendered a de- 
cision in the case of the striking tele- 
grafhers on the Central 
against the receiver. Judge Peer said 
that-the fact that a man was a member 
of a labor organization was no reason 
for his discharge. On the motion of 
the strikers asking the court to rein- 
state them in their position, Judge 
Peer decided in their favor as far as to 
order ‘the receiver to replace all men, 
except where their positions had been 
tilled. In one sense, this is a complete 
victory for labor organizations. Inas- 
much as it establishes a precedent that 
a laborer cannot be discharged for the 
sole reason that he has allied himself 
to labor unions.

TO PREVENT STRIKES. 


A Great Gathering of Railroad Employes 
to Be Hela for That Purpose. 

Cepar Rarips (lowa,) Dec. 25.—[By 
the Associated Press.] All the rail- 
road organizations, with the exception 
of the switchmen, are, it is said, to 
once more form themselves into an 
amalgamated association. A meeting 
for the purpose of this amalgamation 
will take place here December 26, and 
be composed of the following brother- 
hoods: Railroad Employés, Locomo- 
tive Engineers, Locomotive Firenien, 
Trainmen, Conductors and Telegra- 
phers. It is said that the object of this 
amalgamation is to prevent any strike 
that inight occur during the time of the 
World's Fair. It is feared that if the 
various brotherhoods were left to their 
own discretion, in view of the dissatis- 
faction already existing among the 
organizations, strikes would ensue on 
many prominent roads of the country. 
Such conservative labor 
Arthur, of the locomotive engineers, 
and Ramsey, of the telegraph opera- 
tors, who held a conference on the sub- 
ject some time agreed that if any 
organization ent out on a strike 
during the fair, public sentiment and 
prejudice would be so strong that it 
would endin the dissolution of these 
organizations. Every State in the 
Union will send one delegate from each 
of the five orders. 

Terre Havre (Ind.,) Dec, 25.—Grand 
Master Sargent of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen was interviewed 
regarding the alleged federation of rail- 
road labor organizations. He states 
that the conference has been called to 
meet at Cedar Rapids Wednesday, De- 
cember 28. Sargent stated that the 
conference will not be composed of 
State delegates, but only committees 
chosen by several railway orders. He 
Says that while the meeting is called to 
consider the question of federation it 
cannot at this time take definite action, 
since whatever action may be taken 
will have to be referred to those orders 
for ratification. 


WITHOUT A LEADER. 


Death of Henrici, the Head of the Econo- 
mist Society. 

PittssurGa, Dec. 25.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Jacob Henrici, head of 
the Economist Society at Economy, Pa., 
died at 4 o’clock this morning, aged 89 
years. ‘The deceased was born in Gross, 
Karlback, Bavaria, on January 15, 
1803, and came tothis country when 
20 years of age, and shortly after ¢on- 
nected himseif with the Economist So- 
ciety. When Father Rapp, founder ot 
the sect, died in 1868, he succeeded 
him and had since beenthe governing 
spirit. Itis believed John Duss, sec- 
ond trustee of the organization, will be 
Henrici’s successor. The wealth ofthe 
community is saidto be about thirty 
million dollars. There isa great deal 
of apprehension among members con- 
cerning the future of the society owing 


to a division of opinion concerning the 
beliefs on marriage. 


AT BLAINE’S HOUSE. 


Another Quiet and Restful Night for the 
Invalid. 

Wasaineton, Dec. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| At 10 o’clock the Blaine 
mansion was closed for the night and 
lights in the main structure were ex- 
tinguished, with the exception of a 
single gas jet in the sick room, which 
was burning dimly. At the same hour 
Blaine’s physicians had also retired for 
the night.

trated by a number of unreliabie iand tlo- 
cating firms or their agents, in nine out of 
every ten of the filings made or offered, 
for rejectiom, to the ‘local land office. As 
such is the case, together with the proof of 
the records and the testimony of the vic- 
tims themselves, it is sufficient to make 
this cause one in which every right-minded 


man should be enlisted and one in. which 
those chosen to protect the rights of the 
people of the State will giadly cooperate 


in bringing such individuals to answer. 
For the better protection, in futur@, of 
other poor men and women, all persons 


who have been victimized stiould give Mr. 
McLachlan their testimony. as additional 
proof of these locators, crooked methods, 
and by so doing still further aidin placing 
the machinery of the District Attorney's 
oficein motion -for the “Suppression of all 
these swindlers, and by this’ means exter- 
minate such operators. 

While some few of the applications are, 
perh: ips, proper, the greater bulk of them 

are upon patented lands, and having gbeen 
thas patented have passed beyond the jur- 
isdiction of the land office and are not now 
subjectto disposal. The bona fide purchas- 
ersand the actual settlers that may be 
able to make such proof, as may be exacted, 
“Within such time and under such 

. »« . after the grants respectively shall 
have been adjusted,’ are protected and will 
be more fully secured in future by what- 
ever may be deemed most expedient to 
protect such a diversity of equities and 
conflicting interests acquired or otherwise. 

In many instances theseé filings offered 
(only to be rejected) are upon nighiy im- 
proved land, and still in the actual posses- 
sion of the original purchasers. who ee 
together with their Neirs or assigns, 
amply protected by act of Congress as to. 
preclude hardly any possibliitv of these 
poor, deluded applicants eyer having hada 
chance to secure these lands. If otherwise, 
it would establish a very dangerous prece- 
dent and furnish the means of interm mm Wt 
ble litigation. This presumption. however, 
is not conclusive, but open to rebuttal by 
anyone claiming a prior right, or who may, 
allege a non-bone Ade purchase. As this 
matter now stands one may realize *he 
amount of necessary litigation that will in- 
evitably follow underthe most favorable tn. 
terpretation or construction. But waiving 
farther criticism of details, what attorney, 
individual or land-locating firm, with due 
respect to their integrity, can afford. or be 
$0 rash as to affirm what isto be or will be 
the ultimate decision and settlement of 
this complex land question—in the future? 
Who can presume to know what will be the 
opinion or ruling of the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office’ To what extent 
is the Secretary of Interior likely to con- 
cur or dissent to any rulings? What will 
the Attorney-General of the United States 
have to suggest or advise’ What will Con- 
gress have to say and what ottier laws wiil 
be passed for the additional easement in 
the disposition of said ae agree lands? 

Tne words of the act of Congress, ap- 
proved March 3, 1887, are of more than 
passing interest, as upoh the suppression 
of the knowledge of its existence these un- 
scrupulous individuals have sought and 
succeeded in conveying the idea that an ap- 
plication is all that necessary to bold and 
secure these forfeited lands. and that noth- 
ing stood between them and the chance to 
prove up. Surely, the shallowness of the 
pretext of these land locators will be evi- 
dent to nearly all when the words on which 
they base their claims are examined, and 
the recognition of the fact why such an act 
was passed. 

The pitiable sight of old and young wen, 
maids and widows, seeking homeste eads, be- 
ing daily seized upon—as pie —by these 
land sharks and duly converted! into “suck. 
ers’’ by the boss shark, after the usual 
initiation by a ‘“steerer’’—a la bunco—to the 
tune of $100, 83200, $300. ad libitum, 
cash down, and a balance of $100, 
3200, ad libitum,. After they get tie land 
examples by way of illustration, showing 
how onsiderately they plant thetfr victims 
in graveyard order irrespective of limita- 
tion, will be prasuced. ln some cases as 
many as four filings haye been made on the 
same piece of land, and that, too, which 
had previously been patented, showing 
that there was not the slightest chance for 
at least three of the persons fling the 
claim to get it through under the most 
favorable circumstances. 

Furthermore, the line is not drawn here, 


| but the same person has been induced to 


make homestead application upon two sep- 
arate quarcer sections, many miles apart, 
and in some instances on land in different 
counties, which is in itself is radically 
wrong, and tends to work an injury to 
other prospective applicants who have 
taken the precaution to examine the rec- 
ords for themselves. 

Again, people have been. shown a certain 

quarter section, and then deliberately been 
fled, by these operators, upon another 
quarter section in some other locality, all 
of which can very readily be accomplished 
without the knowledge of the injured par- 
ties. where so much mystification exists, in 
the mind of the average home-seeker, as to 
the procedure and simple requisites rela- 
tive to land @lings. 

These very agents, or confederates, also 
constitute themselves the attorneys, and 
specifically agree, tor valué received, to se- 
cure the lands upon which these innocent 
people have made their flings, and then go 
to work systematically and presumably 
with intent to defraud, by allowing their un- 
fortunate clients’ claims to go by statutory 
default. I would not wish it understood 

that. this is intended as a thorough, but, 
rather, only asa hurried deduction, to be 
used as an eye- opnecnane warning to the 
uninitiated to keep tiir eyes peeled,

Frank G, Carpenter's Interviews. 

Among the big features of the coming 
year’s special correspondence in Tue 
Times will be a series of striking inter- 
views by Mr. Frank G. Carpenter. Mr.

He inter- 
vieWed-4i Hung Chang, the Viceroy of 
China, gave a long taik with the Sultan 
of Johore, and introduced us to the 
Patriarch of Jerusalem, famous Budd- 
hists and other thinkers of the Oriental 
world. About a year ago he inter- 
viewed President Diaz in his palace in 
Mexico City, and he has given spicy 
conversations wit the most of the lead- 
ing men of this country. 

His letters this year will be largely 
confined to the United States, and he 
will give us face to face chats with 
some of the greatest and most exclu- 
sive men of the Nation. The most in- 
teresting characters of Washington 
willchat through him to our readers,’ 
and his talks will include famous women 
as wellas famous men.

The Bigotry of Literary Genius. 

Itisa pity that many of the men 
upon whom falls the responsibility of 
broadening the world's comprehension 
and increasing its tolerance should 
themselves be narrowand bigoted when 
it comes to a consileration of their 
brothers engaged in the same task. 
They exhibitin this the weakness of 
human nature which has all but justi- 
fied the aphorism, ‘‘Two of a kind can 
never agree.”’ Itisthe same narrow 
streak of selfishness and egotism which 
induces the barber to say spiteful 
things about the tonsorial artist across 
the way; the same that inspires a cob- 
bler with the notion that the opposition 
cobbler is an utter humbug. Widow 
Bedott must have been thinking of this 
phase of human character when she 
made that philosophical observation, 
all poor critters." 

Ambrose Bierce is one of the bright- 
est writers, not only of California, but 
of the United States. There are few 
people on the Pacific Coast who have 
not read with delight his epigrammatic 
paragraphs published in the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner under the caption 
“Prattle.’’ He is amasterof the En- 
glish language; he is a wit who wields 
two-edged sword that cuts forward 
a and back. He combines much 
of the amusing querulousness of 
Carlvle with the literary finish of 
Sterne and the ros oa sarcasm of 
Sheridan and Voltaire; while he exem- 
plifies to its ultimate extent the aban- 
don of an American free-lance in litera- 
ture—a man who is not to be called to 
account for anything he says. William 
Dean Howells paid Bierce the compli- 
mentof naming him among the five or 
six greatest writers in America, and 
Bierce responded by calling Howells a 
monumental failure as a novelist. 
With all his brilliant attainments, our 
foremost Pacific Coast paragrapher 
seems to have none of the milk of 
human kindness in his disposition. He 
works with a needle-pointed stylus 
dipped in corrosive sublimate, and his 
diatribes are tattooed into the quiver- 
ing flesh of his victim. As a contem- 
porary puts it, ‘‘Heis an embittered 
cynic with a jaundiced intelligence, and 
he views the world and all its creatures 
through a soured vision. His writings 
never tend to make men or women hap- 
pier, never put a ray of sunshine across 
a saddened door, never rouse better 
thoughts of any character.”’ 

California was recently visited bya 
literary genius of just the opposite 
character—the very antithesis of Bierce. 
We refer to James Whitcomb Riley. 
He gave two readings in Los An- 
geles, and the people who packed his 
auditorium on both occasions will bear 
personal testimony to his hold upon the 
human sympathies. They laughed with 
him and cried with him, and now they 
appreciate and love him better than 
ever before. 

A few days ago Bierce published his 
estimate of James Whitcomb Riley. It 
was reproduced in Tse Times last 
Wednesday. A few paragraphs will 
bring to mind its embittered and ungen- 
erous tenor. He says: 

Itisto be hoped that James Whit- 
comb Riley may be arrested and re- 
turned forthwith to his reservation in 
Hoop-pole county, Ind.; he appears to 
be calculated for that meridian. If he 
would have the goodnessto confine his 
ambition to the reading of his dreary il- 
literature to his audiences (whom it 
serves royally right) he could be suf- 
fered in silence, and might even exact 
a temperate approval asa minister of 
doom charged with punishment of sin. 
Unfortunately, he wreaks himself upon 
the just and the unjust alike, by utter- 
ance of his mind in the newspapers 
concerning the things whereof heaven 
has not seen fit to let him be informed. 
With a frankness which is three parts 
effrontery and one part inability to mas- 
ter-the struggles of his tongue, he first 
explains that he knows nothing, and 


of poetry. He did not need: his igno- 
rance is as a tower looking toward Da- 
mascus, and his notions ‘of poetry are 
shouted out in every raucous line that 
he writes. True, men of sense do not, 


what he writes; butif l rightly under- 
stand his mission he was not sent upon 
men of sense and sensibility, but upon 
those who forget God. 

Mr. Riley, of course, knows nothing 
of poetry. He has not written a line of 
it nor of anything resembling it. 


Of course a wide latitude must be al- 
lowed for individual judgment in litera- 
ture, and we have the same privilege of 
expressing an opinion concerning Ri- 
ley’s vetses that the hypercritical 
Bierce enjoys. Wesay it is poetry in 
the strictest sense; for, while dressed 
in the homliest verbal garb, it possesses 
the power of touching the human affec- 
tions. Mr. Riley does not invent a dia- 
lect to fill his measures, but he takes 
one with which we are all more or less 
familiar, and he presents it with great 
fidelity. He employs rugged, 
homely, strong, uncouth language of a 
class of Americans who are rapidly 
passing away before the march of edu- 
cation and culture. Their tribe is not 
destined to remain many generations 
longer, and hence the more reason for 
preserving their forms of expression in 
our literature. 

Mr. Riley is performing the same 
service for the American dialect of the 
North and West that Robbie Burns per- 
formed for the Scotch. And where is 
the Scotchman today who does not rise, 
on all proper occasions, and bless the 
name of Robbie Burns! Where is the 
man of letters who reads the English 
language, and can understand the 
Scotch dialect, who does not treasure 
| some snatches of Burns's verse among 
his most delicious memories? Did 
Burns write poetry’? If he did not, 
then poetry is a myth; it has never been 
written, , 

Yet we can easily imagine some En- 
glish critic of the Bierce type who, 
when Burns first gave his homely Scotch 
songs to the world, may have hurled all 
sorts of anathemas at him. The idea 
of making poetry out of the jaw-break- 
ing jargon of the Scotch peasantry! 
Compared with the stately and 
ponderous English verse of Milton and 
Dryden, how could the two be classed 
in the same category’? And yet Burns 
has stood trial for more than a hundred 
tears—with the people of his own time 
and country, with ‘the people of suc- 


ceeding generations and other lands— 


then proves it by expounding the nature 


and men of sensibility cannot, read ' 


and he still lives in the hearts of'men. 
Which of the three js held nearest and 
dearest today, Burns, or Dryden, or Mil- 
ton’? Which is the ‘most frequently 
read and quoted? -Burns has been in- 
stalled asa high-priest of the human 

affections and weaknesses and (sorrows 
and hopes and aspirations; he will live’ 
aslong as the English language en- 
dures. And the hypercritical man of 
letters who may have anthematized 
Burns's homely verse, what of him? 
Oh, he was forgotten a hundred years 
ago. 

Returning to the subject of American 
dialect poetry, we may say that it isa 
form of expression which should not be 
carried too far. Nobody should at 
tempt it who cannot spice it with true 
genius. Coming from the pen of me- 
diocrity, it becomes simply an abomi- 
nation—a corruption of good English 
without warrant—a verbal affectation 
which not only palls on the senses with 
repeated use, but which actually pro- 
duces intellectual nausea. There could 
never have been a score of Burnses, 
and there cannot be six Rileys. There 
are, of course, different fields in Ameri- 
can dialect which may be exploited by 
different geniuses, but they must be 
geniuses, every one of them, to make 
their productions acceptable. We 
would not say that the door should be 
closed against every versifier who 
wishes to attempt this form of expres- 
sion; but we will say that the chances 
of achieving success by gleaning a field 
already well harvested by a master are 
almost infinitely small. Will Carleton 
made the first success with American 
dialect in versification, and Riley fol- 
lowed him with another success, it is 
true; but Riley chose a little different 
field from Carleton’s—different in the 
dialect itself—different in the charac- 
ters shadowed forth and different in 
his method of touching the sympathies. 

Miss Murfree has achieved quite as 
pronounced a success in her stories set- 
ting forth the characters and lan- 
guage of a unique people who live 
in the Tennessee Mountains. Cable 
has embalmed in _ literature and 
made dear to us the language 
and habits of thought of the provincial 
creoles of Louisana, Joel Chandler 
Harris has given us an apotheosis of the 
genuine down-South negro character. 
Bret Harte has outlined a type of the 
Argonauts of '49— not the general ave- 
erage of intellectual and educated men 
who came to California hunting gold in, 
the early days—but the rough, unlet- 
tered and reckless frontiersman and 
soldier of fortune. 

There are not lacking abundant pre- 
cedents in English letters for the adop- 
tion of dialetical forms of expression. 
Indeed, in story writing, it is abso- 
lutely essential, in dealing with people 
who speak a dialect, to make them talk 
in their own way. How stilted and 
unsavory indeed would be a story. in 
which all of the chafacters, high and 
low, expressed themselves in the same 
classically correct English! And if 
dialect is admissible, and absolutely 
requisite, in limning the characters of 
a story, why not in verse? Even so 
correct and altogether admirable a poet 
as Tennyson has given us dialect poems 
inthe rough and unmusical language 
of the ‘‘Northern Farmer.”’ 

Ever since the United States became 
a nation and its writers began to make 
an impression in the wor!d of letters 
the literati of England have been look- 
ing fora distinct type of American lit- 
erature. English critics for the past 
hundred years have been wandering 
why this distinct type did not appear. 
Washington Irving, one of the most de- 
lightful of American authoks,/ 4b. ‘no 
more American in his charteristics than 
English. The same is true of Haw- 
thorne and many others who hold a per- 
manent place on the library shelves. 
Now the American type of literature is 
appearing; it is not a single type, but a 
thousand. It smacks of the soil, of the 
people, of the institutions, of American 
culture and lack of culture; of the free- 
dom in thought and irreverence of tra- 
dition; of the many phases of character 
and experience which such a broad and 
diversified country must produce. Why 
should the self-constituted guardians of 
American literature decry it and scoff 
at it now that the long-deferred 
development has arrived? Why should 
they vainly shout for a Procrustean bed 
of English manufacture thatour writers 
may all be chopped off to fitit? Have 
not too many of our literati lain down 
in this bed already, and suffered partial 
or total dismemberment? 

Let us have our American literature 
as free and untrammeled as the air we 
breathe; as natural as the men and 
women who figure in it; as unique as 


the characters who go to make up the | 


great body of our cosmopolitan popula- 
tion; as fresh as the flowers that bloom 
in our fields and on our mountain sides. 
There is no doubt that in the production 
of this literature much will be pre- 
sented that is mediocre, much that is 
utterly worthless: but time will winnow 
the harvest and separate the golden 
grains from the chaff. That which de- 
serves to be garnered willremain. And 
among the treasures of the ages, we 
doubt not, there will be some American 
dialect poetry.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The Soliciting Traffic Agents as 
a Necesiity. 


an Eastern Road. 


A Company Must Be Held Liable for 
Overissue. 


The Lower OCOalifornia Railroad Conces- 
sion—The Fillmore Land Slide— 
General Local and Per- 
sonal Gossip. 


With the approach of the first of the 
new yearthere is always more or less 
uneasiness felt among subordinate at- 
taches of a railroad regarding the de- 
velopments the day may bring forth. 
It is a habit among some superior rail- 
road officers to perpetrate more or less 
of a “shake up” atthe end of a year 
either for the purpose of putting in new 
blood or cutting downjexpenses, and this 
fact makes this particular season of the 
year more or less unpopular. Repre- 
sentatives of the traffic department, 
freight and passenger, who may have 
labor 
at some distance from the general of- 
fice, are especially sensitive to the 
changing climate of the last week in 
December. No matter how hard they 
may have worked, or how much busi- 
ness they may have secured, their 
tenure of office depends on a mighty 
slender thread, for in no _ other 
civil calling is, discipline more string- 
ent, rank moreciearly defined or author- 
ity more absolute; and in no other call- 
ing can apparently trivial circum- 
stances have so great and far-reaching 
effect. A single change in the manage- 
ment or the head of a department may 
affect the status of hundreds or thou- 
sands of subordinate employés. 

It is thought that aside from the 
changes already noted or alluded to in 
this paper, the Los Angeles agencies of 
transcontinental and Eastern roads are 
safe for the season. They are a hard- 
working class, these passenger and 
freight agents, and they are usually 
handicapped in their race for business. 
When an Eastern connection secures 
a carload of freight or a _  pas- 
senger sent by some indirect route 
it is a victory for some soliciting agent 
which may have taken hours or days to 
obtain. Where competition is so spir- 
ited and pools are interdicted by law, 
these solicitating agents are a neces- 
sity to their employing roads. In the 
case of the passenger agent he not only | 
popularizes his road but serves the 
traveling public a good turn by giving 
patrons especial attention, which the 
regular depot ticket agent cannot find 
the time todo. The Eastern roads are 
well represented in Los Angeles and 
there jis no place where such represen-. 
tation is more needed. 

, HOW RAILROAD TRACKS SLIDE. 

General Manager Shouts, of the In- 
diana, Illinois and Iowa, has noticed a 
peculiar effect of loaded trains on the 
track of his road, says the Chicago 
Herald. Before this year the traffic 
has been almost entirely east-bound, 
heavy trains going in that direction, 
while empty cars, almost exclusively, 
were hauled west. The tendency has 
constantly been for the track to creep 
eastward. Thousands of dollars had to 
be expended annually to overcome this 
tendency, and it had become A serious 
annoyance, as well as expense. Mr. 
Shouts estimates the aggregate move- 
ment east, of his entire track, to have 
been three feet a year until recently. 
With the coming fo tHe heavy west-bound 
traffic came an evening up of the east- 
bound and west-bound traffic of the In- 
diana, Illinois and Iowa until, for the last 
few weeks, it' has been nearly equalized. 


came a lessening of the track to creep 
eastward, until, for the last month, 
there has been no noticeable movement 
in any part of the line. 

At Cincinnati the other day Judge 
Smith, of the Supreme Court, rendered 
an important decision, which will inter- 
est all railroad stockholders. The 
Court holds that the Queen and Crescent 
Railroad Company is liable for the over- 
issue of stock by its late secretary, 
George H. Doughty. Ten years ago 
Theodore Cook, then president of the 
road, signed stock certificates in blank 
and Secretary Doughty filled them out 
to suit himself. Doughty was found to 
have issued over a quarter of a million 
capital stock to himself and the paper 
passed by hypothecation tothe posses- 
sion of other parties. The Court held 
for the holders of the certificates in 
question. They may recover from the 
railroad the full market value of their 
stock at the time they first demanded 
the same, also interest from that time 
to this, which means a loss of over half 
a million dollars to the road.

AT THE- CHURCHES. 


The New Methodist Bishop in 
the City. 


An Eloquent Christmas Sermon at 
the First Church. 


Special Services at St. John’s Episco- 
pal Church. 


An All-day Celebration by the Local 
Salvation Army—Services at the 
~ Barracks and on the 
Streets. 


Bishop Goodsell, the recently ap- 
pointed bishop of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church on this coast, is in the city 
en route to his new resignce in San 
Francisco, He is a large’ man, tall and 
of generous proportions. He was made 
bishop four years ago, and is nota 
stranger to California, having  pre- 
sided over the conference at Santa Bar- 
barain 1890. He visited California 
first in 1871 in company with Dr. J, 
M. Buckley, now editor of the New 
York Christian Advocate, the leading 
Methodist paper inthe United States. 
Together they visited Yosemite more 
than twenty years ago, traveling 1380 
miles by stage coach and twenty-seven 
on mules. The Bishop is accompanied 
by his wife and daughter, and this even- 
ing the Methodists of the city will ten- 
der him and his family a reception at 
the First Church. He preached yester- 
day morning at Vincent Church and 
gave a fifteen-minute talk last evening 
after Dr. Campbell’s sermon at First 
Church. He prefaced his exhortation 
by saying: ‘il wantto explain why I 
did not come tothe mother church to- 
day instead of going to the daughter. 
It was for two reasons; first, because 
the daughter’s invitation reached me 
first, and second, because I thought she 
might need my helping hand more than 


First Church—known all’ over the 
land as the mother church in 
this city. Out of nine _ invita- 


tions received from thiscity and neigh- 
borhood, I thought if I preached once, 
addressed a Sunday-school, heard some 
one else preach and exhorted after a 
sermon I had done my duty. Not since 
the first Sunday in June have I been 
out of a pulpit on the Sabbath, and since 
a week ago Wednesday I have been 
presiding over a conference in Okla- 
homa, where the church is doing a mar- 
velous work in a comparatively new 
district, and the conference presented 
such problems as I have not puzzled 
over before inthe four years 1 have 
been bishop. 

In his exhortation on the Christmas 
sermon preacbed by Dr. Campbell he 
brought out two points of striking truth. 
‘‘Nothing has impressed me more,’’ he 
said, *‘in these past few years than the 
influence which the wise men of Beth- 
lehem exerted over the world in bring- 
ing giftstothe Savior. This gift-giving 
has come to be the great inspiration and 
master business which absorbs people 
for weeks before Christmas. Ali busi- 
ness is affectei by consideration of His 
coming among men. The very gifts, 
carved, woven and painted in all coun- 
tries of the world start the inquiry in 
‘many hearts ‘Who was this Christ for 
whom these gifts are made?’ God 
can make~small things declare His 
truths. If we look with wide open 
eyes we can hear his voice in all the 
events of business. 

“There are men who are puzzling 
over the exact date of Christ’s birth— 
whether it wasthe 20th, or 234th or 
25th of Decethber, and in this poor, 
mousing, petty spirit they dwell upon 
this small matter till they stamp out 
all the sweetness and spontaniety and 
devotion of Christmas. I don’t know 
whether we celebrate the very day or 
not. Idon’t care. What I do rejoice 
in is that Jesus Christ was born. By 
taking hold of the great things we get 
a contempt for the little, unimportant 
things over which men ponder till they 
lose all the joy out of their hearts.”’ 

IMMANUEL CHURCH,

Church there was an ideal Christ-

in perfect harmony from _ the 
opening chorus to the close with 
the jubilant gladness of the day. 
Dr. Chichester’s text was Micah, iv:2:

tice to the eloquent sermon, nor tell of 
the deep thought, the tender pathos, 
the striking incident and the pure gos- 
pel that was crowded into the brief 
thirty-five minutes. One of the most 
beautiful features of the service was the 
prominence given to the Christmas mu- 
sic under the skillful leadership of Prof. 
Mason, with his large orchestra of fif- 
teen and histrained choir of twenty- 
five voices. The opening selection was 
Mozart's ‘“Gloria,’’ from the Twelfth 
Mass, by chorus and orchestra. The 
offertory was Farmer's ‘‘Gloria’’ from 
massin Bb. Immediately after the ser- 
mon Arthur Branley sang a most ntting 
and effective solo, ‘‘O, Holy Night.”’ 
The whole service throughout was ofan 
unusually high order, and was heartily 
enjoyed by the large congregation that 
had gathered in spite of the inclement 
weather.

In the 
introductory part reference was made 
to the general manner in which the 
civilized world observed the festival of 
Christmas. The observance of the day 
by the Christian world preaches ser- 
mons more eloquent than those which 
fall from man’s lips. The spirit of 
Christmas-tide is seen in our churches, 
which are elaborately decorated in 
honor of the festival. We enter our 
homes andthe same spirit greets us. 
We go into the avenues and arteries of 
trade, and we see busier scenes, more 
eager faces, more hurrying and bust- 
ling, and more good humor and merri- 
ment than we see at any other portion 
of the,year. Even our little ones, with 
ces peeping out from under the 
bedclothes, wake us up at a most un- 
the morning with the 
merry prattle of their proclamation 
that today is Christmas day. 

The reason why Christmas day has so 
won a place in men’s hearts, is not be- 
cause it is a mere festival, but because 
it marks an event in history which 
stands supremely and preéminently 
above every other event which historv 
records. It marks the completion of 
one epoch of the world's history, and 
the inauguration of a new epoch under 
totally dissimilar conditions. That is 
why St. Paul refers to that period as 
‘‘the fullness of time.’’ The time was 
ripe for some one to arise and redeem 
the world from its sin.

There is a general law by which the 
thoughts, yearnings and aspirations of 
men become incarnated in some leader 
who arises as a visible exponent of 


fore, have endeavored to make Christ 
nothing more than the product of the 
time in which He lived. The fallacy of 
this attempt, however, to bring Christ 
down to the level of other leaders of 
men is readily seen by reading the his- 
tory and literature of those times, and 
we see how the spirit of those times 
would have produced a leader totally 
unlike the blessed Christ. The three 
greatdominant ideas of those times 
were Greek philosophy, Roman mili- 
taryism and rabbinical dogma. But 
»Christ’s life and teachings were pre- 
cisely opposite to all this. Instead, 
therefore, of Christ being a product of 
the times, as otber leaders are, He was 
the exact antithesis of His time. The 
rabinnical schools reeked of revenge; 
Christ preached mercy and forgiveness. 
The Roman military system, then domi- 
nating the world, lusted for power and 
blood; Christ preached pity and love. 
The Greek schools of thought preached 
philosophy; Christ brought a religion. 
You and I, and the whole world are 
better, nobler, purer and freer since the 
day when, fn the fullness of time, God 
sent forth His son, born of a woman.

He was 
warmly greeted at the depot by numerous 
friends. 

Thomas Watkins, a young man about 35 
years of age, was drowned in the Rincon, 
near Carpinteria, on Saturday evening. It 
appears that he, in company with Mr. Gem- 
mill, had started for this place Saturday 
afternoon to spend his Christmas in the 
city, and in crossing the Rincon the buggy 
was overturned and he was drowned, the 
other man escaping.

Elated Over the Rain. 


Christmas Services at the Santa Ana 
Churches Very Largely Attended— 
Holiness Scandal at Faller- 
ton—Personals. 


SANTA ANA. 

Although the rains descended and the 
streets were sloppy, yesterday was a happy 
day inSantaAna. With one afd one-half 
inches of welcome rain just at a time when 
it was sorely needed, magnifies its worth 
until, in the eyes of all people, it appears 
as a God-send-—-a Christmas greeting, mak- 
ing merry the hearts of man, woman and 
child, and transtorming the nut brown hills 
into beautiful mounds, carpeted with na- 
ture’s mantle of refreshing green.

Yesterday 
morning the gently-descending rain did not 
deter the little or the big folk from wend- 
ing their way to familiar seats in their 
church pews and listening to words of wis- 
dom as uttered by their p rin the pul- 
pit. Alithe churches wer®@ well filled and 
all the people seemed especially interested. 

At the Baptist Church in the evening the 
pastor, Rev. George E. Dye, preached a 
strong sermon on ‘Jay Gould as a Money- 
making Machine.’’ which was very inter- 
esting. During the course of the reverend 
gentleman’s pertinent remarks in regard 
to the great financier. he said: 

“It is difficult to judge any man by news- 
paper reports. Newspapers color and dis- 
tort. Butthe factis that Jay Gould was a 
selfish man. He was a public example of 
selfishness. e was the Dives of the nine. 
teenth cen He was not dissipated. 
He had few es. Hecontributed nothing 
to the social shams and he loved his home 
and family. Forthese be deserves credit. 
He had a gift for business and in immense 
faculty for seeing and remembering de- 
tails. He hadasweep of vision that was 
marvelous. But he was selfish to the core. 
He built the walls of his palace so thick 
that he never heard the groan of Lazarus 
pntside nor the wail of distress and 
anguish ofthose he oppressed. He was a 
bad example to the youth of the land. 
With amarble heart, he was wholly un. 
scrupulous in acquiring money. He pre- 
ferred the honorable method, but if money 
could not be secured in that way he tore 
men’s forthnes to pieces as easily as he 
tore scraps of paper to pieces when 
pondering upon some unscrupulous scheme. 
He would succeed at any price. Because 
he was a black man at heart he gave the 
whole world its ‘Black Friday.’ Other 
men's fortunes crumbled atthat time and 
the coin was elevated into his coffers. He 
smiled like Bluebeard and Shvlock and 
said ‘Next!’ 

“Ithink better of my country when-I 
see how universally he is execrated by 
magazines. and newspapers, and yet I 
almost weep when I perceive how anxious 
some men are to follow in his steps. 

“Men are becoming money-making 
machines. Gould was ghoulish in his sel- 
fishness. He would not rob the dead to se. 
cure the riches, but he would impale 
the living. As a money-making machine 
he knew neither friend nor foe. He drew 
back in kis hard shell like a snapping tur- 
tle. He was for himself alone. Like Ish- 
mael, his hand was against every man's 
hand and every man’s hand was against 
him. His schemes were diabolical and his 
dollars sweat blood. 

‘‘He was selfish to the last. If, as Sam 
Jones says, ‘Selfishness is hell on fire,’ Jay 
Gould was seven times consumed. 

‘He was too contemptible and mean to 
give help tothe needy even indeath. He 
hugged his money to the last, refusing to 
let a dollar go toward sweet charity. 

“He went to hell of course. Heaven 
would not contain such a selfish soul. 
Beecher said: ‘A man whose education, 
whose providential mercies have lifted him 
into strength and amplitude of means, and 
who employs the regality of God's bounty— 
his reason, his own executive skill, his own 
genius and accompiishments, all his means 
and treasures—only to wrap himself round 
and round with the silken web of selfish- 
ness, if he be not damnable, none is. No 
man can live in God's government with self- 
ishness without being a traitor.’ 

‘These are strong words, but awfully 
true. 

‘Are we, with our little means, in our lit- 
tle sphere, living the same way ?"’ 

“California is known for its selfish peo- 
ple. Are you one of them*’’

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THE PACHANGA INDIANS. 
Contriluted to The Times. 

Old-time residents of Southern Cali- 
fornia doubtless remember the incident 
ofthe ejection of the Temecula In- 
dians from the lands they had occupied 
for so many years, and which they con- 
sidered their own. The story of that 
wrong is eloquently told in Mrs. Jack- 
son's ‘‘Ramona.’’ When Alessandro is 
assured of the love of Ramona he re- 
turns to Temecola for the purpose of 
providing her a homes among his own 
people, but what is his grief and aston- 
ishment, to find them broken and scat- 
tered and white men in possession of 
théejr homes. The principal fragment 
ofthe tribe .to the number of about 
two hundred went to Pachanga, a little 
valley six or eight miles further up in 
the mountains, where they still live. 

On a recent vacation tour with a 
friend into Some of the byways of that 
region, the writer made a visit to Pa- 
changa. It was noon on a warm day of 
mid-September when our thirsty horse 
plunged into the waters of the Santa 
Margarita or Temecula River, just 
above the point where it enters Teme- 
cula Cafion on its way tothe ocean. A 
ranchman with a four-horse load of wood 
was watering his horses on the bank. 

‘Is this water used anywhere for irri- 
gating’’’ we asked him. 

now,’’ he replied. Tem- 
ecula Indians used to take it ont.to irri- 
gate that mesa over there. On that 
hill you. passed are the mounds that 
show the ruins of their village."’ 

We looked from the fine stream of 
water to the unproductive plain stretch- 
ing away to the foothills, and it seemed 
as if nature had been wronged as well 
as the Indians when the Indian occu- 
pants of the land were driven out. 
Probably their ejection was legal, but 
real wrongs are often done with the 
sanction of law. . 

That was sixteen years ago, however, 
and Uncle Sam has had plenty of time 
and plenty of land with which to repair 
the wrong done them. As we drove on 
toward Pachanga I firmly expected to 
find that generous reparation had been 
made. I have always cherished the be- 
lief that the Government was doing the 
best things possiole fer the Indians, 
and wrongs of any kind had only need 
to be made public to be righted. ‘‘Ra- 
mona’’ had so thoroughly advertised 
the wrongs of the Temecula ,Indians 
that I rather expected to find in 
Pachanga a case where poetic justice 
had been meted out, but I was destined 
to disappointment. 

Pachanga is a little valley about half 
a mile in average width, and running 
back into the mountains two or three 
miles. Tne center of it is occupied 
with the usual broad sandy wash, on 
either side of which are strips of good, 
arable land. There is about as much 
good land as would make one fair-sized 
ranch for an American. With plenty 
of water and high cultivation it might 
furnish support for-the population of 
Pachanga, but the valley is waterless. 
Iconfess to a feeling of contempt for 
the Indian policy of our Government 
when I discovered that it had givena 
waterless reservation to these Indians 
familiar with the art of irrigation, it 
is worse than a mistake to thrust them 
back to a more primitive stage of civil- 
ization and hold them there. There 
may be a question as to the wisdom of 
supplying Indians with food, but there 
ought to be none concerning supplying 
them with the facilities for produ ng it, 
and certainly in the arid West water 
for irrigation is the most important of 
these. 

Kyverywhere in Pachanga are evi- 
dences of poverty. Their houses are 
rudely built of adobe or willow poles 


and thatched with tules. Such annual 
crops are raised as mature early. We 
saw several little patches of corn. The 


reservation is quite well timbered, and 
they cut wood and sell it in the neigh- 
boring towns. In addition to these 
sources of supportthe Indiana go out 
in search of work, shearing sheep, 
pruning orchards ahd vineyards, gath- 
ering fruit, etc. Ingthis way they man- 
age to keep alive at what might be 
citied ‘‘a poor dying rate.’’ An equal 
number of white men, similarly situ- 
ated, could hardly accomplish the feat. 

Not only is there no water for irriga- 
tion, but at the time of our visit water 
for domestic use was scarce. The wa- 
ter supply is derived from four surface 
wells, two of which, including that at 
the Government school, were so near 
dry at the time of our visit that a sin- 
gle drawing would bring up only about 
two quarts of roily water. Mrs. Platt, 
the teacher of the school], and the only 
white resident, was going about her du- 
ties with cheerfulness, though she de- 
clared with great emphasis the need of 
a better water supply. 

‘What shall we do for water if the 
well goes dry?’ she had asked of the 
Indian agent on the occasion of his last 
visit. 

‘Do without!’’ was his cheerful re- 
ply, which goes to show that the agent 
must be a grim humorist. 

With such a ridiculously inadequate 
supply it must be that the Indians lack 
in personal cleanliness, and that ani- 
mals suffer for water. I noticed one 
cadaverous horse with a galled back 
that was haunting one of the wells like 
aghost. Ithink the Indians are not 
entirely without blame for not digging 
more wells. But from our Anglo-Saxon 
point of view we must not criticise too 
severely these descendants of the abor- 
igines. We have driven them back 
from the streams and springs that were 
once all their own, and it is not quite 
fair for ustosay to them, ‘You can 
now dig wells for yourselves or do with- 
out water.’’ 

Surface wells are not the only possi- 
ble supply for Pachanga. About two 
miles above the settlement is a cajion 
containing a series of springs. The 
water is pure and delightfully cool, and 
running down it forms cascades over 
rocks and pools under the shadow of 
overhanging trees.

toward developing it or piping it to 
Pachanga, noristhere a prospect of 
anything being done.

These Indians are naturally a long- 
lived race, but they have not thriven in 
Pachanga.- During the sixteen years 
of their stay their numbers have been 
reduced from 200) to 150. A pathetic 
sight is their little cemetery, dotted 
thickly with rude crosses marking the 
gtaves of children mostly, and snur- 
rounded by a rough barbed wire fence. 
It is, I believe, the only fenced field in 
Pachanga. 

A bright spot in the somber life of 
these Indians is the Government school. 
Mrs. Platt, the teacher, is certainly an 
admirable as well brave woman 
She lives quite alone in the liying rooms 
built in the rear of the schoolhouse, 
ana often for weeks or months together 
does not see another meniber of her 
own race. Prior to her coming, three 
years since, the teachers had made 
short stays. The Indians were in an 
sigiy temper toward all whites, and 
would come about the schoolhouse at 
night and make all sorts of disagreea- 
able noises that were quite wearing on 
the nerves of the teachers. Mrs. Platt 
pursued a different policy with them. 
When the lamps were lit at night’ she 
would leave the blinds up and go about 
her tasks, paving no attention to noises 
without or to dusky faces at the win- 
dows. Her fearlessness at length won 
the admiration of the Indians. One 
night the chief of the tribe, Capitan 
Mateo Pa, called on her. 

“You no coward,” said 
brave woman. Are you not afraid’’’ 

“Afraid!’’ answered_.Mrs. Piatt. 
‘““‘What is there to be af€@id of? I am 
not afraid of the Indians, and if bad 
white men come here the Indians will 
take care of me.”’ 

This seemed to make a profound im- 
pression on Mateo. From that timeie 
has felt that his tribe was charged with 
the duty of protecting her. The In- 
dians have not molested her. At one 
time when the men were going away 
for outside work the capitan compelled 
one of them to stay at home to see that 
no harm came to the teacher, which. 
when Mrs. Platt discovered, she sent 
him off afterthe rest. She has even 
discovered, indirectly, that on more 
than one occasion, When Moteo Pa 
thought there might be danggr, he has 
brought his blankets during the night, 
and, without her knowledge, slept on 
tne porch of the schoolhonse. - 

“My grandmother,’’ said Mrs. Platt 
to us, “‘was the means of Saving the ril- 
lage of Oxford from being burned by 
Indians in the pioneer days of New 
York. She had been kind to them, and 
one of ‘them, a boy named Peter, 
brought her word of the proposed at- 
tack at great risk to himself. So you 
see,’’ added Mrs. Platt pleasantly, ‘‘I 
have inherited a friendship for the In-. 
dian.”’ 

She has certainly gained great infiu- 
ence with the Indians of Pachanga. 
She is not only their teacher. Shic is 
their counsellor and friend, and a nurse 
in cases of sickness. 

The women of Pachanga exhibit re- 
markable skillin needle work and bas- 
ketry. This manual gift in the race, if 
directed into industrial channels, ought 
to deveiop excellent artisans among 
the men. But they cannot be expected 
todevelop inthe arts of civilized life 
while they are merely turned loose on 
an arid reservation and left to shift for 
themselves.

BULLDING NOTES.

And then there is still another busi- 
ness building to be constructed soon in 
that neighborhood—on Second street 
near Broadway—by C. Upham. ‘lhis 
block will be of brick, and arrangea for 
rental of stores and offices, costing 
when completed 312,000. 
The Santa Fé Company has taken out 
a permit for their new depot, which is 
a good indication that they mean to get 
to work on the same very shortly. ‘The 
contracts for the material they will use 
and also for the construction were let 
last week.

AQUATIC ENTERTAINMENT. 


The Ocean Bicycle and Swimming Exhi- 
bition et Santa Monica Wharf. 

‘Yesterday was not a propitious day 
for an aquatic entertainment at Santa 
Monica, but the Southern Pacific folks 
in spite of weather carried out their 
programme at the big wharf to the let- 
ter. The 1:10 p.m. train from the 
Arcade took some two hundred and 
fifty or three hundred people, who 
risked a wetting to see any fun there 
might be in the ocean bicycle-double 
back-somersault exhibition promised. 

The train reached the wharf at 2 
o'clock, and promptly at 2:30 the 
ocean bicycle was lowered away from 
the wharf, and was soon riding the big 
rollers with the ease and grace of a 
swan. The little craft was obedient as 
well, and under the skillful manipula- 
tion of the rider, described circles, 
figure eights, backed and went ahead 
again, and did al) sorts of things to 


show that-the ‘new invention was 
strictly ‘in it.”’ 

There must have been a big 
blow at sea, for such high combing 


breakers as pounded and raged on the 
shifting sands of the beach one seldom 
sees on this Coast. The bicycle rode 
the long swells like a cork, and at times 
Was seemingly minutes out of sight: in 
the deep trough of the sea.

Taking ad- 
vantage of a big roller, swimming onits 
crest, With a spring half out of water 
he justclutched the lower round, and 
was, @ moment later, once more on the 
dock.
